Littell's  Lirin j  Age  of  February  2d 
contains  a  lon^  article  by  Sir  Samuel 
Baker,  formerly  Governor  of  the  Soudan, 
in  which  he  ask  and  answers  the  follow¬ 
ing  questions;  “What  is  the  Soudan 
“  le  the  Soudan  worth  keeping?”  “Why 
not  give  it  up?”  The  article  referred  to  is 
quite  too  long  to  be  reprinted,  and  is 
easily  obtained  by  our  readers  whose  in¬ 
terest  in  the  subject  would  lead  them  to 
an  examination  of  details,  but  the  ques¬ 
tions  asked  by  he  writer  are  difficult  to 
answer  from  the  meagre  information 
furnished  by  tl  e  newspapers,  but  they 
are  fully  treate<  l  in  the  paper  printed  in 
the  Living  Age. 

“According  to  Sir  Samuel  Baker,  the 
Soudan  now  en  braces  the  whole  of  that 
vast  region  whi  ;h  comprises  the  deserts 
of  Nubia,  Libya  the  ancient  Meroe,  Don- 
gola,  Kordofai  i,  Darfur,  Senaar  and 
the  entire  Nile  Basin,  bordered  on  the 
east  by  Abyss  nia,  and  elsewhere  by 
doubtful  frontiers.  The  Red  Sea  upon 
th#  eiast  alone  confines  the  Egyptian 
limit  to  an  unqi  estionable  line. 

This  entire  co  mtry  is  traversed  by  the 
Nile  from  south  to  north,  a  distance  of 
over  twenty-fivi!  hundred  miles,  nearly 
twelve  hundred  of  which  are  through 
the  great  des<  rts.  The  upper  half 
nearest  the  mou  ;h  of  the  Nile  is  traversed 
by  numerous  ri  vers,  and  is  within  what 
ia  known  as  th  s  rainy  belt,  and  is  sur¬ 
prisingly  fertile  but  the  twelve  hundred 
miles  of  desert  1  rhich  lie  between  it  and 
Alexandria  dep  ive  it  of  all  its  markets 
and  render  the  i^ell  watered  plains  almost 
as  valueless  to  he  world  at  large  as  the 
burning  sands  tl  emselves,  which,  without 
the  camel,  woul  l  be  like  an  ocean  devoid 
of  vessels,  and  i  bsolutely  impassable  by 
man. 

A  camel  will  travel  thirty  miles  per 
day  for  four  da  ps,  making  one  hundred 
and  twenty  milts  in  all  before  requiring 
a  fresh  supply  g  f  water. 

The  Soudan  <  omprisee  a  great  variety 
of  tribes.  Thosp  north  of  the  equator  to 
the  Blue-  Nile  a  -e  of  the  negro  type,  but 
the  deserts  are  peopled  by  Arabs.  The 
number  of  separate  tribes  is  said  to  be 
beyoqd  enume  -ation,  and  they  differ 
greatly  in  langi;  age,  customs  ami  charae- 


mall  array  of  malcontents  A  series  of 
gross  acts  of  mismanagement  on  the  |>art 
of  the  Soudan  authorities] increased  the 
influence  of  this  extraordinary  character 
and  a  succession  of  defeat*  of  the  govern 
luent  forces  at  the  hands  of  badly  armed 
Arabs  produced  a  contempt  for  the 
Egyptian  trtnips  of  whom  the  jiopulation 
had  stood  in  awe. 

The  success  he  has  now  achieved  in 
creases  the  danger  of  a  general  uprising 
of  the  Arab  tribes  throughout  the  Sou¬ 
dan. 

If  this  rel>ellion  is  to  be  suppressed,  the 
government  of  the  Soudan  must  be  re¬ 
organized  under  British  supervision,  for 
the  Egyptian  officials  are  lioiH*less.  There 
should  be  a  combination  of  force  together 
with  diplomacy  and  a  determination  on 
the  part  of  the  authorities  to  administer 
pure  justice. 

The  liberal  administration  under  Mr. 
Gladstone  is  charged  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  this  enterprise  and  is  already  at 
the  bar  of  pulflic  opinion  to  give  an  ac¬ 
count  for  its  evasion.  Meanwhile  the 
great  powers  of  Europe  stand  waiting  to 
see  what  England  will  dojand  if  her  de¬ 
cision  be  not  prompt  and  decided  her 
control  of  Egypt  and  of  the  Mediterra 
nean  may  be  forever  lost.  Y

The  Soudan  :  oust  be  regarded  in  the 
light  of  a  rich  ci  mntry  to  which  there  is 
practically  no  a<  cess.  It  would  be  of  the 
greatest  value  i'  developed  by  modern 
engineering,  huf(  will  remain  as  a  mill¬ 
stone  upon  the  i  eck  of  Egypt  unless  the 
construction  of  railroads  as  a  means  of 
transport  be  un<  lertaken  without  delay. 
There  Is  probab  y  no  other  country  bet¬ 
ter  adapted  for  ;he  cultivation  of  cotton 
and  wheat  than  the  .Soudan.  The  soil  is 
extremely  rich,  ind  the  climate  is  per¬ 
fection.  Tiie  coi  ton  can  be  dried,  cleaned 
and  packed  wii  hout  a  moment's  hind¬ 
rance  from  adv  *rse  weather,  and  were 
railway  communication  established  to 
Suakun  on  the  1  ed  Sea,  the  crops  would 
be  shipped  direc  -to  Liverpool  by  steamer 
within  three  wedks. 

The  develop  nent  of  the  Soudan 
should  lie  encouraged  and  positively  un¬ 
dertaken  by  ’  upland,  now  that  events 
are  driving  h  r  o  assume  a  responsible 
control.  At  pro  «ent  the  country  is  in  a 
state  of  nature  and  nothing  lias  been 
done  by  the  gpvt  rnnient  to  encourage  the 
industry  of  the  people,  on  the  contrary 
they  have  been  ill-treated  and  opposed. 

The  English  who  have  visited  the  Sou¬ 
dan  may  be  counted  upon  the  fingers, 
and  yet  we  heai  a  cry  from  the  lips  of 
ignorance,  “Giv o  up  the  Soudan.” 

If  the  Soudhn  were  abandoned  the  fol¬ 
lowing  consequences  would  assuredly 
ensue,  which  would  ultimately  endanger 
the  existence  at  d  civilization  of  lower 
Effypt. 

The  entire  Soi  dan,  which  is  inhabited 
by  many  and  va  nous  races,  would  relapse 
into  complete  an  urchy  and  savagedom;  a 
constant  civil  wa  r  would  be  waged.  Cul¬ 
tivation  of  the  soil  would  be  interrupted 
and  trade  woulc:  cease.  The  worst  ele¬ 
ments  of  debased  human  nature  would 
be  uncontrolled,  and  the  whole  energies 
of  the  populatioi  would  be  concentrated 
on  the  slave  trad  >  with  Turkey.  Should 
the  Soudan  be  l<  st  to  Egypt  the  control 


>us  administrations  in  that  cast-iron 
meeting-house,  which,  of  itself  as  a  build¬ 
ing,  might  easily  vitiate  a  fionstant  wor¬ 
shipper^  sense  of  the  dignities  and  pro¬ 
prieties  or  religious  service.! 

Perhaps  the  civil  court*  will  take  a 
hand  in  the  business  before  all  is  done. 
And  tlieii  it  will  be  more  fit  for  us  to 
comment  on  the  affair.  Yet  when  we  re¬ 
member  how  even-  a  simple  dead  fly 
causes  the  ointment  of  the  apothecary  to 
send  forth  a  bad  smell,  we  must  lament 
any  such  church  quarrel*  as  this.  It  has 
a  national  importance.  It  ^ets  a  bad  ex¬ 
ample  to  other  churches  everywhere.  It 
encourages  on  the  ministry  a  place-seek¬ 
ing  anil  possibly  a  haughty  spirit,  and 
certainly  it  causes  the  questions  of  qioney 
-  of  debt-paying,  of  the  personal  influence 
of  a  preacher  with  the  pockets  of  his  per¬ 
sonal  friends— to  assume  alt  ogether  too 
prominent  a  position.  On  the  other  hand 
it  stimulates  any  one  who  happens  to 
hold  an  official  place  of  some  distinction, 
to  feel  that  he  can  resist  anilovercome  the 
will  of  a  congregational  majority.  The 
Church  in  which  such  an  ugly  element 
rears  its  head  requires  great  prudence  to 
conduct  it.  Ecclesiastical  order— and  this 
is  true  of  every  portion  of  the  Christian 
Church,  whether  Catholic  or  Roman 
Catholic— is  severely  tested  by  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  a  headstrong  and  fractious  minor¬ 
ity.  And  if  it  can  be  alleged^  on  behalf  of 
this  minority,  that  it  has  some  good  show 
of  reasons  for  the  stand  which  it  takes, 
the  trouble  is  aggravated. 

We  propose  no  remedies.  We  are  not 
called  upon  to  do  it,  or  to  pronounce 
upon  the  right  or  wrong  in  the  matter. 
But  when  we  read  that  with  all  its  con- 
gregation»  with  all  its  trampling  audi¬ 
ences  and  with  all  its  supposed  size,  this 
church  is  but  a  shell  and  its  growth  a 
mere  myth — we  are  inclined  to  wonder 
whether  both  parties  to  this  saddest  of 
quarrels  have  not  been  altogether  forget¬ 
ting  what  a  true  church  should  accom¬ 
plish  and  what  Christianity  really  means.
